4 20 mm eannon shell exploded in the pilot's compartment which 
fatally wounded the co-pilot and ser!ously wounded Captain Reed 
Other cannon shells totally incoapacitated the navigator and 
bombardier and sererely demaced the airplenes With his right 
arm almost useless and suffering intense pain, Captain Reedor, 
entirely unaided, maneuvered the heavy and badly damaged eir- 
eraft so skilfully throughout a three hour running battle with 
determined enemy fighters that no more injury wes suffened by 
the crew or the airplane, During this time, he continually 
spoke words of cheer over the interphone system to remaining 
crew members, never once mentioning his own wounded conditions 
Upon landing at e feiendly tase, Captain Reeder would not submit 
to medical attention until each of his wounded crewmen had been 
attended, The heroism and devotion to duty and to his reliow 
flyers displayed by Captain Reeder upon this occasion, refleot 
highest credit upon himself and the Armed Forces of the United 
States, Entered military service from Missouri,

March 6 this group lost 15 aircraft. Target was Berlin 
again, 4 of our aircraft flying with the 95th hit woods 3000! 
south of target and residences 4 mile west of target. Those 
with the 13 B Comlat Wing overshot target by 4000 in the woods, 

Fombing manufacturing area of Erkner on March &, the pre= 
ceding 40th and 45th Wings obscured the target. Homb plot re- 
veals that our bombs patterned about 2000' short falling \eavily 
in residential districts, 

Missions on the 9th snd 15th wore thru 10/10 underoast, 

On March 16, Augsburg was the secondary target, Intending 
to tomb Gablingen visuelly, a 10/10 umdercast turned the for- 
mations to Auesburg with PF. 

On the Munich raid, 18 March, photos show bombs hit hotels 
appartments and factories in the center of the city. 
Bombing ty Squadrons on 19 March, the hich element 
put 33% within 2000' of MPI, Others were a mile west of target, 
On 22 March with the Heinkel factory at Oranisnturg ob 
soured the secondary target Herlin was hit starting lege fires 
in residential and manufacturing districts, 

On the 23rd Pathfinder, On the 27th, Dlying high group 
with the 45th Combat Wing, the Fordeaux/Merignac sirdrome was 
hit by at least 75% of our tombs within 2000" of MPI. On the 
28th Chateaudun airdrome was attacked with the 100th flying high 
group in the 13 Combat Wing. Smoke obscured designated MPI so 
lead tombardier picked a large hangar as his aining point.

The rendezvous with the 95th at buncher #11 at 1550 
hours, at 16,000 feet, the 590th group was not seen, but were behind us.

The 100th Group left the coast 3 miles left of course and 2 


mimtes early. The enemy coushe was crossed at 4962 - at - 1630, 4 minutes 
early. Dus to a misunderstanding between pilot and navigator in the 

lead ship, a course of 186 instead of 195 was flown from the coast 

being corrected in the vicinity of Roven. The briefed I.P, was not used 
but 4837N = O103E instead, arriving there at 1648 hours, 4 minutes 
ahead of schedule. The axis of the bomb run was 150 Mi. md the bombs 
were released at 1654, 

The omb run was from NW to SE. The eastermost of three hangars 
were hit by several bombs and probably destroyed. The pattern was 
scattered across field, Some dispersal areas and barracks type build+ 
ings were hit, Practically the entire airdrome was covered with smoke 
ai the group pulled away. 

Leading the 15th Combat Wing, no enemy aircraft attacked any of 
the airplanes in this gorup. 8 single engined enemy fighters were 
oveerved very low over target area, Flak ranging rom meager to moderate 
was encountered over Rouen, Bernay, md the target area.

General Marrative, 100th "A" Group, Group formation took off 
at 0835 hours. By 0940 hours twelve aircraft of the group formtion had 
assembled over Colchester eat 12,500 fest. Because of the delay of ap- 
proximately 50 minutes in take-off it was impossible to make the first 
two control pointa, The rendezvous with the 13th "A" Combat Wing was 
finally made at Clacton at 1050 hours, altitude 20,6000 feet. The Combat 
Wing formation was depleted, and not a good formation, © 


The climb to bombing altitude was started at Clacton at 1030 hours 
and was made at 150 I,A.5s, 500 feet per minutes Rather than levell off 
at the ordered bombing altitude, the climb was continued to 27,000 feet 
at the 1,P, to get over cloud formations, The enemy coast was crossed at 
1051 hours at 25,000 feet. The last 2,000 fect of the climb was made in 
different stages to get over various cloud layers. 


The I,P, was rached at 1301 hours, the route to this point was as 
briefed, The visibility over the target was very poor. The three groups 
went over the target abreast and bombed on the PFFF by V.H.F. notification. 
After bombing, the turn was made to the Rally Point. The descent was 
begun inmediately after bombs away and was made at 155 IeA.S., 100 feet 
per minute, The ReP. was rached at 1550 hours, altitude 20,500 fect. 

The descent was continued to 12,000 feet, when we levelled off at 15000 
hourse 


The enemy coast was recrossed at 1638 hours, ani the @scent to mini- 
mum altitude was begun immediately thereafter, The English Coast was 
recrossed at 1700 hours at 7,000 feet, Our base was reached at 1720 
hours, having followed the briefed route all the way.

General Narrative: 100th "B" Formation took off at 0819 hours. 

ry wore formed west of the field 
approximately 15 miles, at 5,000 feet in good formation. The group 
climbed in this area to 17,000 Peet about 45 miles west of the field, We 
thought that we were with our combat wing, but it was the wrong groupe 80 © 
we turned back to Splasher #6, at 19,000 feet. We saw that wer were go- 
ing to be late at the first control point, so we informed the 590th 
Group that we would meet them at the second control points Splasher 6 
was reached 4 minutes early, sow made a 180 degree turn ad fell in 
‘beside the othe two groupss The groups were identified by an exchange 
of flares and VeHeF. We were then separated from them by two gorups 
that flew between us, forcing us to the inside of the turn, had to fly over 
the top of the other groups and mothe group forced us south of our 
turned point. We fell behind, ami were unable to catch our wing again. 
After the 15th Combat Wing straightened out we saw that we would not be 
able to catch them, Anohter Combat Wing was sighted to the north, so we 
took a-heading to intercept them, We were unavle to intercept then, 
however, so we turned on the briefed course and returned to bases 


It is suggested that weather reconnaisance should be more accurate 
along the briefed course. 


The climb to bombing altitude was begun at Splasher 6 at 1002 hours. 
Tho climb was made at 150 I.AeS., 200 feet per minute. We then levelled 
off at 21,000 feet over the second control point, at 1012 hours, The 
enemy coast was crossed at 1046 hours. 


Rhethe con t we started climbing again to get over the blouds, 
After reaching 24,500 fect we saw that we could not catch the wing for- 
mation, so turned back at 50 48 NH, 02 32 B, getting flak as we turned, 


The French coast was recrossed at 1102 hours and started dexcending, 
The English coast was recrossed at 14,500 fect at 1122 hours, The Descent 
was made at 170 I.A.M., 600 fect per minute. The descent was continued to 
a point 15 miles west of the base where we levelled off at 2,000 feet and 
proceeded to base, landing at 1200 hours,

Additional Narrative 


The aircraft of this Group that completed the miesion flew as high 
Group in the composite formation, No enemy aircraft were encountered 
until we reachod the IP, At that point 20 to 50 single engines fighters 
attacked. Attacks began at about 1510 hours md lasted until 1540 hours. 
Engmy appeared to be operating in groups of 12 to 14. They wuld fly 
parallel to abd high to the right of our formation to a postiion about 
2000 yerds ahead. They would then turn and spread from 11 to 1 o'clock 
and come in to attack, After spreading they appeared to pick targets 
and attacked singly, in pairs and three's., Attacks were extremely fast 
and most of the attacking aircraft would pacs within 50 feet of our 
planes. After passing through our formation they would queue to the rignt 
and repeat the same attacks. About 5 of these attacks were made before 
our exoort came in in force near the RP and dispersed them. Only 20 mm 
and machine gun fire was observed from these enemy oraft, After this 
group of attackers were driven off by our escort, P»6l's, no others 
were seen along the route from the target. 


Bombs ere dropped in the western part of Berlin on Pathfinder 
flares, Visibility was very poor, but some crew mmbers were able to 
see part of Berlin through breaks in the undercast ard one tail 

reported smoke in what he believed to be a residential section

27,000 feet. Photographs show some ground through underosst, but do 
not show bomb burts.

We lost 15 crews on this mission. Definite atsessment of 


losses is made difficult because of the intensity of eneny aire 
craft attacks, It is believed thst a erent majority of aircraft 
lost ty thb gro p may 3 charged directly or indirectly to the 
attacks hetween 1200 and 1245 hours, During this period of attad 
toth kel7's ani enemy aircraft we 6 going down on all sides, It 
appears that at least six of our ships end about 10 from other 
eroups were knocked ‘down in this attack, large gaps were knocked 
in formations and during the latter stages of the tattle, it ap-
